At that time, 
said Mr. Rowell, there was no existing 
tribunal competent to take Into Con- 
sideration the grave Issues then raised 
and there la no finer ©r' more pathetic 
Incident In modern "history than" the 
heroic, persistent; out*' vain endeavor 
of Sir Edward Grey to - secure the 
agreement of the nations to somo con- 
ference or consultation before plunging 
tho world Into a war from whlob it 
has so grievously suffered. 

'The League of Nations is the logical 
and should be the inevitable develop- 
ment from these conditions and from 
the loss and suffering the world has 
sustained through the war. Its great 
function Is to promote international 
co-operation and to set' up eu oh ma- 
chinery and create such tribunals for 
the investigation and, If possible, ad- 
justment of International disputes as 
will render Impossible a repltitlon of 
the conditions which existed in 1914, 
and us should- render Impossible a 
r repetition of this. world war." 

Mr. Rowell explained the provisions 
of the Covenant of . the League of 
•Nation» and the conditions of mem- 
bership in the League. '«Participation 
In the League means a changed atti- 
tude. o» the part of each nation to ail 
others. In the past each nation has 
regarded, ail others as potential ene- 
mies, and that the only course of 
wisdom and safety was: te .provide 
against aggressive attack try defensive 
armaments to the limit of. the nation's 
ability, and to protect against com- 
binations of other powers by similar 
combinations of at least equal strength. 
In the League of Nations, each notion 
is .bound to look - upon the other as a 
potential, if not a real friend, for each 
Is committed to the protection of tho 
other so; long as fibs Covenants of the 
League are duly performed and pro- 
vision Is made for common and' united- 
action for the preservation of the 
wirld's .peace. ' For 'the balance of 
power/ which, for fou» centuries has 
been the expedient of statesmen to 
guard . against the ambition and ag- 
gression of great powers In Increase at 
the expense of tho weaker; it substi- 
tutes an agreement among aO the 
nations to secure- and main tad n H ter- 
nations.! peace, it . means tho substi- 
tution of co-operation for oompetltlon.

It Is unfortunata .ttjat .the bruise or ' 
fabric break is seldom manifested by 
any indication on the outolde of the 
tire, for the tough tread, rubber .atret- 
oh es when tho tire strikes the stone or 
curb, but .the fabric can Btretch only ' 
a certain limit and .when taxed beyond 
that point wtll break. Often only, the 
innermost ply la Injured; 

Consequently It is good practice to 
examine carefully the inside of your 
tires for fabric breaka every time they 
are removed from the rim, or have 
your service station dealer do it <or. 
you wh« ver he removes your tires. 
Hew To Locate Break*. 

Sometimes a «mail fabric break that 
cannot be found by ordinary examina- 
tion causes tube puncture. These 
small breaks may be located In thla 
manner: Mark the position of the valvo 
at the mark and measure with the tubs 
around tho tire. Thus the puncture 
In the tube locates the break in the 
fabric. 

The best way to avoid stone bruises 
Is to avoid hitting the stones, 
bump3 and the ruts in the road 
much as possible. 

Bpt there In always the probability 
that you may be placed In circum- < 
stances that practically compel you to 
repair the tire yourself. For instance, 
you may be running without spare 
tiros and far from a service station, 
therefore, when the bruise or blowout 
comes, a repair Is necessary. 

After a blowout comes, do not run" 
thé tire a foot farther than Is neces- 
sary, but Immediately put In a. tem- 
porary repair, or change tire, and as 
soon as possible take the injured tire 
to the vuloanizer for a permanent re- 
pair? 

For an emergency repair on the road, 
use a rimcut patch. It should be ap- 
plied without cement so that it can be 
removed later under less stressful con- 
ditions,' and a permanent vulcanized 
repair made. 

If the tire is too -old to be worth 
vulcanizing, a permanent repair can 
be made that wlil allow the tire to be

The British 
constitution 1» so flexible in Its char, 
acter, Is so eaally modified io meet 
changing conditions, that even we who 
live within the Empire ara scarcely 
conscious of the momentous character 
of the changes which are being silently 
wrought la Its constitution and In the. 
■relation of ths dlfforent portions of the 
Umpire to each other. Last autumn 
when wo debated in the House of 
Commons tht, question of approving 
tho Treaty of Peace, oven some of our 
own public men did not appear to ap. 
predate the significance of tho changes 
which have been brought about in 
recint years. The British Empire boa 
ceased to be an Empire In the real 
sense of the term, composed of ons 
central power with looser powers dt. 
pendent on har, and ha* become In a 
my true sense a commonwealth of 
free self-governing nations of equal 
statut, though not of equal power, aU 
owing allegiance to a common Sovo. 
;elgn and hound together by htbtorlc 
tloa and a community of Interest and 
sentiment which are the surest guar, 
mice of It* strength and permanence 
It did not tequlre any Act of tho Im- 
perlai Parliament to bring about this 
change: It baa been a gradual develop, 
incnt. That such a change has been 
Vrought about is recognized *>y the 
'atesmen of Great Britain and of the 
•eralnloh. The position could not be 
ated more clearly than tn the Report 
! the War Cabinet for the year IMS. 
resented to thtj Imperial Parliament 
y the British Government, from which 
quote the following: < 

" 'The common effort and sacrifice 
1) th*. war have inevitable led to the 
■ecognttlon of an equality of status be. 
.ween the responsible governments of 
the Empire. This equality baa long 
been acknowledged In principle, and 
found Its adequate expression in 1917 
m the creation, or rather the natural 
coming Into balng. of the Imperial War 
Cabinet as an Instrument for evolving 
* common Imperial policy In the con- 
duct of the war." 

"Sopie of those Who have not yet 
•©predated this constitutional derel- 
>pment have likened the position of 
Canada to one of the States of the 
Untop.' No comparison could be far- 
ther from the faot or less truly repre- 
sent our constitutional position than 
to compare the British Empire with the 
United State*. In the United States 



the reace Conference at Boris, . if was 
uot until the moating of .the Peace 
Conference that this change was re 
cognised by the other nations of the 
world. If some have been slow to ap- 
preciate its significance, it may be due 
te the fact that the British Empire, as 
now constituted, is something now in 
human history. It ta a constitutional 
experiment In free democratic -govern 
ment for which there ti no precedent, 
end if It succeeds, as wo confidently 
anticipate It wlU. It will express the 
greatest triumph of the Anglo. Saxon 
genius In the realm of government. 
The British Empire la In Itself a 
League of Natlone. The participation 
of Canada and the other dominions In 
the Peace Confères oe waa naturally 
and Inevitably followed by the recog. 
nit ion of the right of Canada and the 
other Dominions to become mom hers of 
the League of Nations with the right*, 
privileges and obligations of member, 
ship. This rlght / hao been cheerfully 
accorded by all the Allied Powers who 
baye ratified the Treaty. 

"The position of Canada and the 
other Dominions In the League has 
been challenged, however, and their 
right to vote hœ been questioned. It 
le sold that Great Britain lias six votes 
and other nations only one. Thle Mate- 
rnent Is entirely Incorrect. Great 
Britain has only, one vote and each of 
the self-governing Dominions of the 
British Empire has a vote InUto own 
right as an original member of the 
League. Just as at the Washington 
Conference of the International Labor 
Organization the Canadian and British 
Government delegates on some occa. 
slon found tberartlvctf taking, opposite 
sides on questions coming before the 
Conference . for decision became they 
honestly differed on matters of policy, 
so In the League of Natlone Canada, 
would give her voice and vote au che 
deemed to be right on tho lesue in- 
volved. Ono cannot but feel that op. 
position to the right of Canada and of 
the ether self. governing Dominions to 
be member* of the League and, con- 
sequently, have the right to vote in 
the Assembly, ruunt b« based on a 
misunderstanding of their constitu- 
tional position and of the rolattons ibc- 
tween the ' different portion* of the 
British Empire and to a lack of ap- 
preciation of Canada's poet in the war.

Votes In the Assembly. 

"The question of votes In the As- 
sobly has been magnified out of all 
proportion to Its relative Importance. 
Anyone who understands tho principles 
and spirit of the League will at onoe 
recognize that ho question of vital Im- 
portance evor will be decided by a vote. 
•The Importance to Canada Is not the 
question of a balancing of votes; It 
la a- question of international status 
and our right to participate In this 
Assembly representing tho Family of 
Nations. It Is said, If a dispute should 
arise between Great Britain and the 
United States which would be likely 
to lead to a rupture, and this were re- 
ferred by the Council to the Assembly 
under Article 15 of the Covenant, that 
whlU Great Britain and the United 
Stales would be , excluded, ' Canada 
wouM have the right to vote. I d» not 
so "read the Covenant. Canada wj 
alUsgiance to tlin same Sovereign as 
Gre.it Britain, and so long as she con- 
tinues to do so flho would be a party 
in interest and disentitled to vote. It, 
she disclaimed Interest and claimed the 
right to vote, she would thereby pro- 
claim her independence, and this she 
will not do; so that the position of 
tho United 3tatoa could not possibly 
be prejudiced. 

•That Canada bas earned the right 
to membership In the League is well 
stated in tho Republican Minority Re- 
port, of the Committee on Foreign Be- 
latlonB In the United States on the 
Peace Treaty, prepared by Senator 
McCumber, as follows* 

. "The situation growing out of this 
great world conflict Is unique. Every 
nation thut declared it was at war 
with Germany is made a party to this 
treaty, though such nation never fur- 
nished a soldier or a gun or a single 
dollar to maintain the war. HedJas, 
with a population scarcely as large as 
the city of Washington, bos theVote 
Of a nation. Panama, with a popula- 
tion scarcely larger, haa a Vote. Hon- 
duras, and Uruguay, each with a popu. 
lation approximating half a million, 
have the same power as Great Britain 
or France or the United Sûtes In the 
Assembly. None of them did any. 
thing to carry on the war. Canada, on 
the other hand, with a population of 
nearly eight and a half million people, 
and which fought vollantly through 
all the long years of the war, losing 
hundreds of thousands of soldiers, Im- 
posing a mighty tmrden upon her 
people for centuries to come, asks that 
she be given a vote in the Assembly* 

"After a reference to the part played 
by Australia and New Zealand In the 
war, and declaring that these self- 
governing Dominions of, the British 
Empim should have a voice in the 
Assenrbly dlstlnot from that of Great 
Britain, toe report proceeds: 

".•On the other hand, the European 
countries . could complain with far 
greater reason that the United States 
will so dsvnlnate every nation In the 
Western Hemisphere œ to have a vot- 
ing power that would overrule the in- 
fluence or power of the older nations, 
than that the British Empire would 
have a vpting power that would over- 
rule the purposes and interests of this 
country. These nation* In the Western 
Hemisphere which declared war 
against Germany .did so t\ please the 
United States rather than . for any ef- 
fect their action might bav« on the 
results of the war. France or Italy, or 
Great Britain could with as much rea. 
son .se y that the United States In every 
'contest with a European nation will 
control - Cuba and Panama, and prac- 
tically every Central and South Amer!, 
can State. But these countries know, 
as we know, that all disputes between 
srreat nation* will be settled In the 
Council and not In the Assembly.' 

"If this Is the way that representa- 
tive public men in the United States 
feel on this Issue, it should not be dif- 
ficult to appreciate how Canadians 
■feel. To illustrate: How could they 
:.be expected to- feel when It Is seriously 
contended that Panama — whose rela- 
tion to the United States Is suggested 
by Senator MoCumber — wife a total 
i population of only about one half the 
number who enlisted In our Expedl- 
j tlonary Force, and which took no part 
I in the war, should have a vote and 
Canada have none. And Panama is 
only one of a number. Canada recog- 
nizes their right to vote, but claims at 
least, an equal right Canada asks no 
( favors; she seeks only justice and fair 
play. While the ratification of the 
Treaty and the formal Inauguration of 
the League of Nations definitely and 
finally establishes Canada's Interna- 
tional status, and whllo that status 
cannot now be changed without her 
consent ono -cannot refrain from ex-

The Holy Alliance in 1815 which

and Justice." It was a looso lea pue 
of sovereigns, with no provision for 
the legal settlement of International 
disputes and no clearly defined prin- 
ciples of proceeditrc. In practice it 
operated not so much to lessen friction 
betv.een slates as to allow foreign in- 
tervention In the domestic affairs of 
any state threatened witbrevolutlon.
